Claim 13, line 4: Immediately following "to be cooled", insert --, said upper surface of said heat receiving 
plate being flat--.

Claim 13, line 9: Delete "toward an end thereof. 

Claim 13, line 11: Immediately preceding "parallel heat radiating plates", insert -plurality of--. 

Claim 13, line 12: Immediately preceding "the heat receiving plate", insert -to--. 

Claim 13, line 13: Immediately following "two adjacent", insert -ones of--. Also, immediately preceding 

"parallel heat radiating plates", insert -plurality of--. 

Claim 13, line 14: Delete "having an air inlet and an air outlet". 

Claim 13, line 15: Immediately following "plates" at the beginning of the line, insert --, said ventilation 
duct having an air inlet and an air outlet--. 

Claim 13, line 17: Delete "said heat pipe" and replace with -each of said plurality of heat pipes--. 
Claim 13, line 20: Delete ", and" and replace with a period (.). 

Claim 13, lines 21-24: Delete "wherein each of the plurality of heat pipes is located at a slant with respect 
to said heat receiving plate so that cooling air directly collides not only with upstream heat pipe end 
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portions, but also with downstream heat pipe end portions, thereby improving heat radiation from the 
plurality of heat pipes." 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, while disclosing a plurality of heat pipes with both a plurality of parallel 
heat radiating plates or fins and a heat receiving plate attached to the heat pipes, with the parallel heat 
radiating plates or fins being disposed inside a ventilation duct with forced air circulation therethrough 
and with the heat receiving plate being disposed entirely outside of the ventilation duct, does not disclose 
the plurality of heat pipes being fixed or attached to an upper surface of the heat receiving plate which is 
substantially flat or planar. The prior art of record discloses the plurality of heat pipes being fixed or 
attached within grooves or channels of the heat receiving plate and not to the flat or planar top surface of 
the heat receiving plate.
